ordinances the answer was delayed. 
Toy pistols are barred forever by the 
ordinance known as the lire-cracker 
ordinance, paused fust December by 
the council. A careful search of tho 
ordinances does nut reveal that .nt 
any time has the small hoy thu right 
to llro off lire-crackers or otherwise 
Indulge his patriotic propensities ex- 
cept on the Fourth. 
At nil other 


times It should be the duty of the 
police to see that thu peace IB pre- 
served. 


The Ordinance 


In No. 7fi section 7 tho following or- 


dinance IH found: 
No person shall 


lire or discharge any cannon, gun. 
pistol or firearm within the city lim- 
its without first having obtained . the 
permission of tho common 
council. 


T!ibi Is Interpreted to Include fire- 
crackers under thu title of llrcnrms 
and cannon. This last December an- 
other ordinance known an the 
fire- 


cracker ordinance which was bit tor- 
ly fought In thu council was paused 
and became n law. This famous or- 
dltiancu reads as follows: 


Fire-Cracker Ordinance 


See. 1. The sale or offering for sale'
